I shall certainly refuse to resign at 
the dictation of any man. The gov- 
ernor -will have to comply with the 
law before he can get my resignation.

"The trouble with the governor,"

The coune 
I will taka will depend upon the 
charges that arc preferred. If, for 
instance, it is charged that I am not

We do not object to ou: 


employes joining labor organizations 
This is their privilege. But we wil 
not agree to turn over the manage 
ment of our business to. a labor or 
ganlzation, because some of our em 
ployes belong to it. 


A T7TOPIAN PROJECT. 


"If Mr. Mitchell simply represent 


ed our own employes, and was ao1 


ing exclusively for them, there coal 
be no objection to dealing with him 
but he represents an organizatio 
having for its object some Utopia 
scheme of uniformity in wape* 
conditions in' the mining: of coal all 
over the United States; and, instead 
therefore, 'of considering only the 
questions at issue between our em- 
ployes and. ourselves, he is consider- 
ing a general proposition which re- 
lates to all the coal' miners in the 
TIni,ted States. 


"To limit the right of exertion— 


of work— is to limit production. 
It 


is not only a wrong done to the in- 
dividual, but 
it is a violation of 


sound economic principles, and there- 
fore, an Injury to society. The ulti- 
mate effect of restricting production, 
so as/ to divide employment and in- 
crease wages must be to keep on di- 
viding the wage fund as often as 
new men seek 'employment. There 
must be a .limit to aa increase of 
wages, but there can be no limit to 
the increase of workmen. -The pro- 
cess must inevitably lead to the de- 
struction of the industry, or the re- 
duction of the wages of every man 
to a sum barely sufficient to sustain 
life. Wages can only increase when 
each individual is left free to exert 


before the national civic federation 
and discussed the whole situation.

Mr. Baer closed shortly before 1 


o'clock, having

Mr. Ddrrow began the closing ad- 


dress for the miners at 2 o'clock. He 
expects to close tomorrow afternoon. 


MR. DARROW SPEAKS. 


Mr. Darrow spoke extemporaneous- 


ly. He begam by thanking the com- 
missioners for their patience anc

ers' side. He thanked the lawyers

tion shown him. 


Much has been said here, said Mr. 


Darrow, on the other side, and most 
of it has been vituperation.

It is human, he 
said, and a good trait in the race to 
sympathize with the weak against 
the strong, and therefore, "I can find 
no fault with the criticisms, though 
they are harsh, that have been made 
against us." 


POBEIGHEBS NOT IMPORTED. 
"3. If the wages are again ad- 


vanced, then instead of diminishing 
the existing excess of workmen, it 
will be increased by new workmen 
coming to this field. Something has 
been said about the operators im- 
porting foreigners. I never heard of 
it before. 
These foreigners coma 


here because o£ the reports made by 
the men already here of the improv- 
ed conditions, and they will continue 
to come so long as such exceptional 
advantages are offered. 


"The demand for an eight hour day 


is only another form of increasing 
the cost of production.

iod of six months. 


Habitual cruelty of'one party to- 


ward the other 
or such 
constant 


strifes of both parties as render their 
living together intolerable. 


Habitual drunkenness of either 


party, or the confirmed excessive use 
of morphine, cocaine or any 
other 


drug. 


Gross and wanton neglect of con- 


jugal duty of either party, covering 
a period of six months. 


In such separations the circuit or 


superior courts may grant alimony 
and make such further decrees as it 
shall deem just and expedient, in- 
cluding the custody of children. The 
bill does not change any of the ex- 
isting laws regarding absolute di- 
vorce.
